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Aruban to debut on Australian 
highway with solar vehicle! 




Aruban student, Javier Sint 
Jago, will be the first of the 
Nuon Solar team to test his 
Nuna 6 on the Australian 
highway in preparation for 
the World Solar Challenge. 
The World Solar Challenge 
is a three thousand kilome¬ 
ters race with solar powered 
vehicles through the Aus¬ 
tralian desert. The 25 year 
old Javier, a former Colegio 
Arubano student had the 
privilege of crawling into the 
small cockpit of his Nuna 6, 
start the engine and press the 
pedal. The first test went 
without any incident. Thus 
far all tests were conducted 
on trial racetracks. But now 
Javier was able to take his 


vehicle to a public road, a 
rather uneven road, where he 
had to contend with potholes 
and other road users. 

The solar vehicle achieved 
the desired speed, which 
demonstrated that the techni¬ 
cal aspects for which an 
Aruban team member is re¬ 
sponsible is functioning opti¬ 
mally. 

The Delft Technical Uni¬ 
versity team has been camp¬ 
ing out for several weeks at 
Darwin to prepare them¬ 
selves adequately for this 
race, which takes place every 
two years. A total of 30 teams 
from 22 countries will be par¬ 
ticipating in this race. The 
race is scheduled to begin 


October 16 and by October 
23 the winner should have 
gotten to the finish line at 
Adelaide. Nuna 6 was pro¬ 
hibited to get on the highway 
any earlier as they had to wait 
for permission from the Aus¬ 
tralian highway authorities, 
who had to submit the solar 
vehicle to rigorous inspection 
to certify it fit for the high¬ 
way. 

The best friend and at the 
same time worst enemy of 
the team is the sun. The tem¬ 
perature gauge in Darwin 
goes up to 34 degrees making 
the temperature in the cockpit 
almost 50 degrees. However, 
Javier has somewhat of an 
advantage over the other rac¬ 
ers. Having been born and 
raised in the hot climate of 
Aruba he is well accustomed 
to the hot sun. The racers 
usually change drivers during 
the race. Before the race, for¬ 
mer astronaut and guru of 
sustainability, Wubbo Ockels 
will serve the team as their 
coach. He has guided 4 teams 
to victory in the past. Last 
year Nuna 5 had to settle for 
2nd place winner. Now, both 
Ockels and the students are 
doing everything possible to 
be first place winners. Javier 
promised to give 200% of his 
energy and expertise to win 
this race. Javier was raised in 
the Noord barrio and studied 
electric engineering in Hol¬ 
land in 2004 at TU Delft. 

Last year Javier was in 
Aruba upon invitation of the 
Prime Minister to showcase 
his Nuna solar vehicle at the 
Green Aruba Conference I. 
Aruba wishes Javier Sint 
Jago and Andrew Hagens 
with his Green Choice much 
success in the upcoming race 
in Australia.

JAJPUR (AFP) - Sixty people 
have died and four million 
have been affected by flooding 
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in eastern India that has led to 
a major relief effort from local 
and international aid agencies, 
officials said Monday. 

"It’s tough to cope with two 
successive floods within a 


UNITED NATIONS, (AFP) - 
The US blockade of Cuba has 
cost the communist island 
$975 billion dollars, its for¬ 
eign minister said Monday, 
making a new offer to start 
talks with the US administra¬ 
tion. 

Foreign Minister Bruno 
Rodriguez Parilla told the UN 
General Assembly in his an¬ 
nual speech that the United 
States has "intensified" efforts 
to overthrow the government. 

The US embargo on Cuba 
was first partially imposed in 
1960 — just after Fidel Castro 
staged his revolution — and 
remains in force with the 
United States banning most 
trade and most travel to the 
Caribbean island. 

Rodriguez said the em¬ 
bargo has been "tightened" 
and "the damage it has caused 
total $975 billion, according 
to the present gold price." 

The minister also said 
"The Cuban government reit¬ 
erates its willingness and in¬ 
terest to move towards the 
normalization of relations 


week," Disaster Management 
Minister Surya Patra from the 
state of Orissa told AFP fol¬ 
lowing separate bouts of heavy 
rains that led rivers to break 
their banks.

Cuba, the Americas' only 
one-party Communist regime, 
plus its allies Venezuela, Bo¬ 
livia, Ecuador and Nicaragua 
have slammed the NATO-led

Lockerbie 
bomber will 
not face new 
prosecution: 
NTC 

TRIPOLI, (AFP) - Fibya's 
transitional justice minister 
Mohammed al-Alagi said on 
Monday that Abdelbaset al- 
Megrahi, the only person con¬ 
victed in the 1988 Fockerbie 
bombing, should not face a 
new prosecution. 

His comments came after 
officials said prosecutors in 
Scotland had formally asked 
Fibya's new government to 
help them with the investiga¬ 
tion into the bombing. 

Scottish authorities in par¬ 
ticular want Fibya's National 
Transitional Council (NTC) to 
make evidence and witnesses 
available for their probe into 
the attack on Pan Am flight 
103 in which 270 people died. 

Megrahi, the only person 
convicted of the bombing, was 
released on compassionate 
grounds on August 20, 2009 
after doctors said he had only 
three months to live. He is still 
alive. 

The Pan Am jumbo jet ex¬ 
ploded over the Scottish town 
of Fockerbie on December 21, 
1988, killing 259 people on the 
aircraft, mainly Americans, 
and 11 on the ground. 

Secret files released earlier 
this month showed that 
Moamer Kadhafi's now-top¬ 
pled regime warned of "dire 
consequences" for relations 
between Fibya and Britain if 
Megrahi died in jail in Scot¬ 
land.

Joran van der Sloot admits 
murder in police video

Dutchman Joran van der Sloot, 
currently in jail accused of 
murdering a young Peruvian 
woman last year, confesses to 
the murder in a police video re¬ 
leased yesterday, say press re¬ 
ports. 

He tells police he hit and 
strangled Stephany Flores after 
she read an email on his com¬ 
puter that 'caused me pain'. 

It is thought the email re¬ 
ferred to the disappearance of 
American schoolgirl Natalee 
Holloway on the Caribbean is¬ 
land of Aruba six years ago. 
Van der Sloot has twice been 
arrested and released on suspi¬ 
cion of involvement. 

In the video, broadcast by 
the Pemvian news station RPP 
Noticias, Van der Sloot says 
Stephany hit him after reading 
the email. He reacted by hit¬ 
ting her several times and then 
strangling her. 

When a police agent asks 
him: 'Did you murder 

Stephany Flores?, Van der 


Sloot replies: 'Yes'. 

The 24-year-old then took 
her possessions and fled to 
Chili where he was arrested 
three weeks later. 

The video was filmed in 
June 2010, and he tried to re¬ 
cant his statement soon there¬ 
after. Authorities have pre¬ 
viously released only tran¬ 
scripts of their interviews with 
van der Sloot. 

Van der Sloot was in police 
custody less than a week be¬ 
fore his alleged confession. In 
the weeks that followed, he re¬ 
portedly retracted his state¬ 
ment, saying police had 
"tricked" him. Van der Sloot 
claimed he was falsely pro¬ 
mised that he would be extra¬ 
dited back to the Netherlands 
if he agreed to the statement. 

Van der Sloot has been in 
jail in Peru since June 2010 
where he is facing 30 years in 
jail if found guilty. The Flores 
family, however, are pressing 
for a life sentence.

Enough water to double 
world food production 


BATAVIA (AFP) - The era of 
big American physics ends 
Friday with the retirement of 
the Tevatron particle acceler¬ 
ator, which has been recreat¬ 
ing the Big Bang under four 
miles of Illinois prairie for 25 
years. 

The Tevatron has been 
rendered obsolete by a more 
powerful atom smasher — the 
world's largest — built in the 
Alps on the French-Swiss 
border by the European Cen¬ 
ter for Nuclear Research 
(CERN), a consortium of 20 
member nations. 

It seems unlikely that the 
United States, which once 
dominated the field and 
reaped the rewards of discov¬ 
eries and technological inno¬ 
vations, will be able to 
muster the resources to build 
the next big particle physics 
project. 

Long-term funding is sim¬ 
ply too hard to come by. 

Instead, American physi¬ 
cists will concentrate on 
more precise — and less ex¬ 
pensive — questions at home 
and work with CERN on 
high-energy projects like the 
search for the elusive 'God' 
particle. 


"In our field we don't keep 
beating our heads if we have 
been outdone by another ma¬ 
chine," said Pier Oddone, di¬ 
rector of the Fermi National 
Accelerator Laboratory, 
which operates the Tevatron. 

"The idea is we shift to 
those areas where we can 
make the greatest contribu¬ 
tions to understanding," Odd- 
one told AFP. 

"Sometimes the biggest 
discoveries come from 
smaller projects." 

The Tevatron's retirement 
comes at a difficult time for 
American science. 

NASA flew its last space 
shuttle mission in July. 

Government funding is 
being squeezed by a deep eco¬ 
nomic downturn and bitter 
budget battles on Capitol Hill. 

And science itself has be¬ 
come politicized, with disbe¬ 
lief in evolution and human 
contribution to global warm¬ 
ing now a litmus test for Re¬ 
publicans hoping to win the 
support of the party's conser¬ 
vative base. 

Fermi's scientists say they 
cannot predict what the 
United States will lose by 
ceding high-energy physics 


to Europe. 

The gains from Tevatron 
are far easier to quantify. 

"The Tevatron has made 
phenomenal contributions to 
particle physics," said 
CERN's director general Rolf 
Heuer. 

"Top of the list has to be 
the discovery of the top 
quark in 1995, but there are 
many more." 

While expanding our un¬ 
derstanding of the fundamen¬ 
tal mysteries of the universe 
is a worthy accomplishment, 
the Tevatron has also led to a 
host of more concrete ad¬ 
vances. 

At the top of that list is the 
widespread use of magnetic 
resonance imaging (MRI) ma¬ 
chines for medical diagnosis. 

The superconducting 
wires used in MRI magnets 
were rare and prohibitively 
expensive until Fermilab es¬ 
sentially created an industry 
with Tevatron's demand for 
enough wire to circle the 
earth 2.3 times. 

"No one imagined that 
there would be spinoffs that 
would eventually be impor¬ 
tant for saving your wife's 
life or your daughter's life or 
your grandmother's life 
through this medical imag¬ 
ing, yet that's exactly what 
happened," said Stuart Hen¬ 
derson, Fermilab's associate 
director for accelerators. 

The next big discoveries 
at Fermilab could come from 
three new projects being 
funded in part by the $50 
million that used to be spent 
every year on the Tevatron. 

Scientists are currently 
building a dark energy cam¬ 
era, which will be able to scan 
the galaxy faster than any 
other telescope and aims to 
discover why the expansion 
of the universe is speeding up 
instead of slowing down. 

They are also constructing 
the world's most powerful 
neutrino beam, which could 
help explain why the uni¬ 
verse has more matter than 
antimatter and expand our 
understanding of its most 
abundant particles. 

Project X — if it secures 
funding — aims to be the 
world's most intense proton 
accelerator. 

"We're in a position here 
in the United States to really 
cement our leading role on 
unraveling the intensity fron¬ 
tier and Project X really pro¬ 
vides a platform for us to do 
that over the next 20 to 30 
years," Henderson said. 

"If the US does not, I'm 
sure someone will pick it up 
and do it for us." 


(AFP) — There is enough 
fresh water in the world to 
double food production in the 
next decades — the problem is 
its inefficient use, according 
to a study released Monday at 
the World Water Congress 
meeting in Brazil. 

"There is clearly sufficient 
water to sustain food, energy, 
industrial and environmental 
needs during the 21st cen¬ 
tury," read the report, pub¬ 
lished in a special edition of 
the journal Water Interna¬ 
tional. 

The five-year study in¬ 
volving experts in 30 coun¬ 
tries "is the most 
comprehensive effort to date 
to assess how ... human soci¬ 
eties are coping with the 
growing need for water." 

The world's most pressing 
problem is doubling food 
production to feed a growing 
population "expected to ex¬ 
pand from seven to 9.5 bil¬ 
lion people by 2050," the 
report read. 

Water scarcity "is not af¬ 
fecting our ability to grow 
enough food today," said 
Alain Vidal with the Chal¬ 
lenge Program on Water and 
Food (CPWF), the group that 
produced the report. 

"Yes, there is scarcity in 
certain areas, but our findings 
show that the problem overall 
is a failure to make efficient 


and fair use of the water 
available in these river 
basins. 

"This is ultimately a polit¬ 
ical challenge, not a resource 
concern," he said. 

According to Vidal, "huge 
volumes of rainwater are lost 
or never used, particularly in 
the rain-fed regions of sub- 
Saharan Africa. With modest 
improvements, we can gener¬ 
ate two to three times more 
food than we are producing 
today." 

Simon Cook, one of the 
study coordinators, told AFP 
that the capacity to increase 
food production "is there, but 
only if we use the water in a 
balanced way." 

Water management must 
be seen in their totality for a 
balanced use, Cook said. 

The report notes "the in¬ 
creasingly political role" of 
managing the competing de¬ 
mands for water. These in¬ 
clude water for crops and 
pastures, to generate electric¬ 
ity, for industrial use, and for 
city residents. 

The experts studied 10 
river basins around the world, 
including the Indus-Ganges, 
Mekong, and Yellow in Asia; 
the Limpopo, Nile and Volta 
basins in Africa; and the Sao 
Francisco and the Andes river 
basin in South America.

Barcelona stages final

LONDON, (AFP) - The num¬ 
ber of young people having 
unprotected sex in the West 
has risen sharply over the past 
two years, a survey said Mon¬ 
day, with health professionals 
concerned the safe sex mes¬ 
sage is falling on deaf ears. 

The study by the Parent¬ 
hood Foundation showed par¬ 
ticularly sharp increases 
among sexually active 
teenagers in the United States 
and in European countries 
such as France who were fail¬ 
ing to use contraception with a 
new partner. 

In the United States, the 
percentage rose from 38 per¬ 
cent in 2009 to 53 percent 
now, while France saw an in¬ 
crease from 19 percent to 40 
percent. 

The survey to mark World 
Contraception Day also dis- 


SYDNEY, (AFP) - Asylum- 
seekers as young as nine have 
attempted suicide in Australian 
immigration lock-ups, the top 
medical body said,as it 
slammed detention of young¬ 
sters as akin to "child abuse".

BARCELONA,(AFP)- Three 
top matadors slayed six half¬ 
tonne bulls Sunday in the last 
bullfight held in Catalonia be¬ 
fore a ban on the centuries-old 
tradition comes into effect in 
the northeastern Spanish re¬ 
gion. 

The sold-out crowd of 
18,000 applauded and chanted 
"Freedom!" throughout the 
bullfight at Barcelona's Mon¬ 
umental arena, the city's last 
active bullring which opened 
its doors in 1914. 

The crowd later carried all 
three matadors who took part 
in the bullfight on their shoul¬ 
ders out of the arena to the ap¬ 
plause of onlookers. 

"For a city like Barcelona 
to close this arena is like 
throwing a Picasso painting 
into the garbage," said 68- 
year-old Cristobal, who de¬ 
clined to give his last name, 
before taking his seat at the 
Monumental for the bullfight. 

Catalonia's regional parlia¬ 
ment voted in July 2010 to 
ban bullfighting from January 
1, 2012 after animal rights 
groups managed to garner 
180,000 signatures for a peti¬ 
tion demanding the debate. 

It was the first region in 
mainland Spain to ban the tra¬ 
dition. While the move fueled 
the debate across the country 


over bullfighting, there is little 
sign that any other Spanish re¬ 
gion is poised to follow Cat¬ 
alonia's example. 

Spain's Canary Islands 
banned bullfighting in 1991. 

Marin and other critics say 
the move was as much about 
Catalonia, which has its own 
language and where many 
seek independence from 
Spain, underlining its regional 
identity as an issue of animal 
rights. 

They point out that other 
festivals, including one in 
which flaming torches are at¬ 
tached to the horns of a bull, 
which is then pursued through 
the streets, will survive the 
new regime. 

The bullfight has a long 
tradition in Catalonia, going 
back to the 16th century, but 
as in the rest of Spain interest 
in the sport is falling. 

Barcelona, Spain's second- 
largest city, had three bullrings 
at one point. But the Monu¬ 
mental, the city's last active 
arena, hosted just 18 bullfights 
last year. 

While bullfighting is car¬ 
ried out across the country, a 
survey, only 22.5 percent of 
Catalans questioned said they 
were interested in the tradi¬ 
tion.

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“Sun Outage” once more 
causing interferences with 
SETAR Cable TV signals 

From September 24 to September 30 


A sun outage, sun transit or 
sun fade is an interruption in 
or distortion of geostationary 
satellite signals caused by in¬ 
terference from solar radia¬ 
tion. The effect is due to the 
sun's radiation overwhelming 
the satellite signal. Generally, 
sun outages occur in February, 
March, September and Octo¬ 
ber, that is, around the time of 
the equinoxes. At these times, 
the apparent path of the sun 
across the sky takes it directly 
behind the line of sight be¬ 
tween an earth station and a 
satellite. As the sun radiates 
strongly at the microwave fre¬ 
quencies used to communicate 
with satellites (C-band, Ka 
band and Ku band) the sun 
swamps the signal from the 
satellite. The effects of a sun 
outage can include partial 
degradation, that is, an in¬ 
crease in the error rate, or total 
destruction of the signal.

Obama: Europe crisis scaring 
world 


MOUNTAIN VIEW, (AFP)- 
US President Barack Obama 
on Monday complained that 
Europe’s financial crisis was 
scaring the world and was 
rooted in the eurozone’s failure 
to fix its banks. 

In a new sign of US frustra¬ 
tion about a situation that 
many in Washington fear 
could further derail the US re¬ 
covery, Obama mentioned the 
eurozone turmoil as one for¬ 
eign factor which had helped 
to slow America's economy. 

"In Europe... you know, 
they have not fully healed 
from the crisis back in 2007 
and never fully dealt with all 
the challenges that their bank¬ 


ing system faced,” Obama said 
at a forum hosted by the 
Linkedln social network. 

"It's now being com¬ 
pounded with what's happen¬ 
ing in Greece. So they're going 
through a financial crisis that 
is scaring the world. 

"And they're trying to take 
responsible actions, but those 
actions haven’t been quite as 
quick as they need to be.” 

After weeks of saying Eu¬ 
rope had the capacity to meet 
its sovereign debt crisis, US 
officials have been showing 
signs of increasing impatience 
with EU political leaders as 
fears spread of contagion from 
the eurozone crisis. 


US Treasury Secretary 
Timothy Geithner said last 
week that America had a huge 
stake in helping Europe find a 
"more effective strategy” to 
tackle its financial crisis. 

European and US shares 
rose on Monday with intense 
speculation over a more ambi¬ 
tious bailout fund for the euro¬ 
zone and an orderly Greek 
default, though lack of details 
and denials by officials kept 
trading volatile. 

But Germany shot down 
moves to boost European debt 
rescue funding, and Greece 
languished without a date for 
the return of auditors blocking 
loans it needs to avoid default.

Italy's ENI said it has re¬ 
sumed oil production in Libya 
more than six months after 
civil unrest brought oil and gas 
output in the country to a near 
standstill.

Other wells will be reacti¬ 
vated in the coming days with 
the goal of creating enough 
volume to allow production to 
be transported by pipeline to 
the Zueitina terminal, the com¬ 
pany said. 

Shell said it had shut in 
25,000 barrels per day of 
crude production in a southern 
Nigerian oil field due to spills 
caused by sabotage and theft. 

"The Shell Petroleum De¬ 
velopment Company of Nige¬ 
ria Ltd (SPDC) has shut in 
production from Imo River 
Field due to a recent upsurge 
of illegal bunkering and refin¬ 
ing activities which have im¬ 
pacted the environment,” the 
company said in a statement. 


Vietnam firm pays 'millions' to 
free pirated ship 


HANOI, (AFP) - A Viet¬ 
namese shipping firm paid 
more than $2 million in ran¬ 
som to free crewmen held for 
months by Somali pirates, a 
company executive said Mon¬ 
day after the sailors arrived 
home. 

All 24 Vietnamese crew 
members landed on Friday at 
Hanoi's Noi Bai international 
airport, Nguyen Truong Son, 
deputy general director of 
Hoang Son Ltd Co, told AFP. 

"We had to pay the pirates 
$2.6 million. The money was 
from our own company,” said 
Son, whose firm has an office 
in the northern port city of 


Haiphong. 

The European Union's anti¬ 
piracy naval force reported on 
January 20 that the Hoang Son 
Sun, a 22,835-tonne bulk car¬ 
rier, was believed to have been 
captured about 520 nautical 
miles southeast of Muscat. 

The ship was Mongolian- 
flagged but Vietnamese- 
owned. 

"In general, the health of all 
24 returned Vietnamese sailors 
is good,” Son said. "Some 
have said they were beaten by 
the pirates but we are going to 
verify what they said.” 

Piracy has flourished in 
war-torn Somalia, outwitting 


international efforts including 
constant patrols by warships 
and tough sentencing of con¬ 
victed pirates. 

According to Hans Tino 
Hansen, managing director of 
Denmark-based Risk Intelli¬ 
gence, the size of ransoms 
paid has steadily risen to about 
$5 million for an average¬ 
sized merchant vessel. 

Somali pirates hold at least 
49 vessels and more than 500 
people hostage, according to 
the monitoring group 
Ecoterra. 

The United Nations regis¬ 
tered 171 attacks in the first 
half of 2011.

Mandela charity's

A fashion line launched to 
raise money for Nelson Man¬ 
dela's AIDS charity made its 
runway debut Sunday, with 
high-fashion incarnations of 
the vivid shirts that he often 
wore as president. 

The clothing created for 
46664, the anti-apartheid 
hero's prison number which is 
now the name of his charity, 
appeared on the catwalk for 
South Africa Fashion Week, 
with everything from salmon- 
coloured suits for men to full- 
length flowing gowns for 
women. 

"What is exciting about this 
range is that pretty much most 
people can find something in 
the range," said Wayne Bebb, 


CEO of Brand ID, which 
manages the 46664 label. 

Many of the clothes used 
prints inspired by the loose 
shirts that Mandela himself 
wore after taking office in 
1994 as South Africa's first 
black president. 

A few more muted pieces 
included slates and charcoals, 
but pink, green, orange and 
purple were the order of the 
day whether in patchwork 
shorts for men or smartly tai¬ 
lored suits for women. 

Between seven and nine 
percent of the revenue gener¬ 
ated by the clothes will go to 
Mandela's foundation, which 
is committed to battling the 
spread of HIV and AIDS. 

The organisation once 
used mega-concerts with 
stars like Bono and Annie 
Lennox to raise money for its 
work, but 46664 head Ruth 
Rensburg said the charity 
now needed other ways of 
fundraising. 

"46664 currently imple¬ 
ments Nelson Mandela inter¬ 
national day, it takes 
responsibility for the global 
coordination and implementa¬ 
tion of it around the world," 
she said. "What we will do 
going forward is look for proj¬ 
ects that take forward Mr 
Mandela's work." 

Mandela Day is observed 
on July 18, the Nobel Peace 
Prize winner's birthday, when 
he asks the public to perform 
community service. 

Mandela was given the 
number 46664 upon his arrival 
at South Africa's Robben Is¬ 
land prison in 1964, where he 
remained until 1982. 

He spent time in various 
prisons on the mainland until 
his release in 1990 and was 
elected president following 
South Africa's first-ever free 
vote in 1994.

"She understood and acted 
on the inextricable links be¬ 
tween poverty, rights and en¬ 
vironmental sustainability. 
One can but marvel at her 
foresight and the scope of her 
success. She was a true 
African heroine," Tutu's of¬ 
fice said in a statement. 

"Our condolences go to 
Professor Maathai's family, to 
the people of Kenya, and to 
the countless women (and 
men) across Africa and the 
world to whom she was an 
inspiration," it said. 

The Nelson Mandela 
Foundation, responsible for 
carrying on the work of 
South Africa's first black 
president, hailed her as "ex¬ 
ceptional environmental ac¬ 
tivist". 

"She has left a lasting 


legacy in greater awareness 
and work in protecting our 
environment and the world," 
said Achmat Dangor, the 
foundation's chief executive. 

Maathai died of cancer on 
Sunday at age 71, according 
to the Green Belt Movement 
she founded. 

Maathai became a key 
figure in Kenya after found¬ 
ing the movement in 1977, 


staunchly campaigning for 
environmental conservation 
and good governance. 

She won the 2004 Nobel 
Peace Prize for her reforesta¬ 
tion work in her native Kenya 
— the first African woman, 
the first Kenyan and the first 
environmentalist to receive 
this honour. Her organisation 
has planted some 40 million 
trees across Africa.

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Ortiz makes pitch for 
Mayweather rematch 



LAS VEGAS (AFP) - Victor 
Ortiz, a controversial knock¬ 
out victim at the hands of un¬ 
beaten Floyd Mayweather, 
began pushing the case on 
Monday for a chance to re¬ 
gain the welterweight title in 
a rematch. 

Mayweather flattened Ortiz 
one second before the end of 
the fourth round on September 
17 while an unguarded Ortiz, 
his hands lowered after apolo¬ 
gizing to Mayweather for a 
head butt, was looking at ref¬ 
eree Joe Cortez. 

’’That was an unfair way to 
take the title from a cham¬ 
pion,” Ortiz said. "I was very, 
very disrespected by Floyd. I 
think a rematch would be 
perfect. 

”To me that was not 
sportsmanship at all.” 

Mayweather, 42-0 with 26 
knockouts, took the World 
Boxing Council title and 
might be looking at such foes 
as Filipino superstar Manny 
Pacquiao or Britain's Amir 
Khan for a return to the ring 
in 2012 rather than face an 
Ortiz rematch. 

"Victor apologized and 


Floyd punk-shotted him,” 
said Ortiz's manager, 
Rolando Arellano. "He's not 
worthy of that title. The only 
way he's going to be worthy 
is if he gives us a rematch and 
beats us fair and square. 

"If he doesn't give us a re¬ 
match his legacy will be 
tainted and tarred for the rest 
of his life.” 

Oscar de la Hoya, Ortiz's 
promoter and a split-decision 
loser to Mayweather in 2007, 
said Mayweather's punch, 
while coming after Cortez re¬ 
sumed the fight after a break, 
was a poor end to a poten¬ 
tially epic fight. 

"If Floyd Mayweather has 
any sort of honor, he'll give 
Victor Ortiz the rematch,” de 
la Hoya said. "This fight was 


barely warming up. Everyone 
was cheated from a great 
fight. We saw bad sportsman¬ 
ship end this fight. 

"We'll never know what 
happened because of a cheap 
shot. Call it legal. Call it ille¬ 
gal. It was bad sportsman¬ 
ship. That's not the way to 
become a champion.” 

Ortiz's camp blamed 
Cortez for losing control of 
the fight, saying Ortiz only 
headbutted Mayweather after 
Mayweather repeatedly el¬ 
bowed him with no action 
from Cortez. 

”We saw at least 10 or 15 
elbows coming from Floyd 
during the fight and Cortez 
looking at the elbows in 
Ortiz's face,” de la Hoya said. 
"I don’t think Joe Cortez had 
control of that fight. He was¬ 
n't fair and he wasn't firm.” 

If Mayweather, who faces 
court hearings later this year 
on several charges, does not 
offer Ortiz a rematch, Pac¬ 
quiao and Khan are on the 
Ortiz hit list, as is a possible 
rematch with US compatriot 
Andre Berto, who Ortiz beat 
in April. 

Pacquiao "is one of the 
names I always talk about. 
He's definitely in the mix,” 
Ortiz said. 

Of Khan, who plans to 
move up to welterweight in 
2012, Ortiz said, "Oh yeah, 
definitely. Why not?”

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Vick’s hand bruised not 
broken, coach reveals 


PHILADELPHIA (AFP) - 
Michael Vick, the NFL star 
who was imprisoned for 
nearly two years, has suffered 
only a bruised right hand and 
not a broken one, Philadel¬ 
phia Eagles coach Andy Reid 
said Monday. 

Vick, a left-handed quar¬ 
terback, suffered his latest in¬ 
jury on Sunday in a 29-16 
loss to the New York Giants 
and his status for next week's 
game against San Francisco 
is uncertain. 

Vick's injury was origi¬ 
nally thought to be a broken 
hand after images from a x- 
ray machine at the stadium 
showed Vick appearing to 
have a fracture. 

But when doctors exam¬ 
ined Vick with a CT scan on 
Monday, they found his hand 
was not broken. The angle of 
the x-ray camera at the sta¬ 
dium made a blood vessel po¬ 
sitioned over the bone appear 
to be a fracture, Reid said. 

"The positive is it’s not 
broken," Vick said. "There's a 
bunch of swelling in there 
that has got to get out of 
there. It's sensitive to the 
touch. 

"It’s not that he can't play 
with the swelling. It's just got 
to get to the point where he 
can work with it." 

Asked whether Vick's re¬ 
placement would be Vince 
Young, nursing a sore ham¬ 
string, or Mike Kafka, who 
has replaced Vick after in¬ 
juries in the past two games, 
a cagy Reid said: "Let's see 
how Michael's swelling 
goes." 

The 31-year-old quarter¬ 
back, a run-pass threat, spent 
six seasons with the Atlanta 


Falcons before being dropped 
in 2007 and pleading guilty 
to federal dogfight conspir¬ 
acy charges for his role in fi¬ 
nancing the gambling effort. 
He was signed by the Eagles 
in 2009 after serving his sen¬ 
tence. 

Vick, who was knocked 
out of his prior game against 
Atlanta with a concussion, 
spent last week recovering 
from that head injury only to 
suffer the hand injury in the 
third quarter after rallying the 
Eagles to a 16-14 lead. 

After the loss, Vick said he 
feels like he does not draw 
penalty flags from referees 
when opposing defenders hit 
him illegally. 

"Every time, I don't know 
why, I don’t get the 15-yard 
flags like everybody else," 
Vick said. "I'm just hoping 
somebody will take notice." 

Reid supported Vick's 
cause, saying: "I know he's a 
marked man. I think it's im¬ 
portant that we all keep a 
close eye on him."

Indy 500 champ Wheldon back on ovals 


INDIANAPOLIS (AFP) - 
Britain's Dan Wheldon will 
race in Sunday's IndyCar race 
at Kentucky as a tune-up for 
his attempt to go from worst 
to first and win $5 million in 
the season-ending race at Las 
Vegas. 

The Englishman who won 
the 100th anniversary edition 
of the Indianapolis 500 last 
May is not a regular racer in 


the series, having won $2.5 
million and his second career 
Indy 500 title as a one-off 
driver at the famed Brickyard 
oval. 

Now Wheldon will re¬ 
place Canada's Alex Tagliani 
in driving for Sam Schmidt at 
Kentucky so he can prepare 
for a sponsor challenge in 
which he will split $5 million 
with an IndyCar fan if he 


wins the October 16 race 
after starting last. 

"I can't thank Alex enough 
for letting me drive his car in 
Kentucky and to work with 
the team in preparation for 
Las Vegas," Wheldon said. 

"I'll be stepping into a fast 
race car that’s capable of win¬ 
ning. As a driver, that's all 
you can ask for." 

Schmidt's team backed 
Wheldon's Indy 500 effort in 


May and Wheldon will be 
driving the car that Tagliani 
drove into the pole position at 
Indy this year. 

"I'm obviously not happy 
about sitting out Kentucky," 
Tagliani said. "But this is a 
very exciting opportunity 
(and) Dan and I are good 
friends." 

Wheldon has won 14 ca¬ 
reer titles on ovals, second- 
best in series history.

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Rian Lindell booted a game¬ 
winning 28-yard field goal as 
the clock expired, allowing 
Buffalo to snap a run of 15 
losses to New England in a 
row as the Bills beat the Pa¬ 
triots 34-31 on Sunday.
